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There are many other items that go to make up a 
standard. school. Many of the above are desirable and 
not beyond the reach of any town that has the welfare 

. of the children at heart, and who does not? No doubt 
all persons in the community are anxious that their chil- 
dren shall receive as good an education as is given any- 
where in the state. This means a combination of many 
small items, and parents and taxpayers are willing to 
pay the price. 

Among the above, specially needed at North Chapel, 
are blackboards. A new flag staff is needed at Durell 
school. Chairs and good drinking arrangements should 
be provided. I know that overdrawing the appropriation 
often restrains those in authority. 

Table II, that follows, gives a total of the bills that 
have come to me and to the Superintending School Com- 
mittee for approval. It is a matter for regret that the 
town is obliged to depend upon neighboring towns for 
schools, but convenient situation of the schools seem to 
make it a necessity.
